sentenced to death along with six 
other "politicians", Berlin ladio

A number of alleged conspira- 


tors, including high army officers, 
already have been killed. The 60- 
year-old Gocrdelcr had been des- 
ignated by the plotters to become 
chancellor of a new German gov- 
ernment which would have sought 
peace, the broadcast said. 


The six convicted with Gocrd- 


eler were named as TJlrich von 
Hassell, former nazi ambassador 
to Rome; Count Wolf Hendrick 
von Hclldorf, former police chief 
in Berlin; Trott 7.\\ Solz, former 
secretary of the ministry of fore- 
ign affairs; Paul LcJeunc-Jung. a 
former deputy; Wilhclm Lcusch- 
ner, former Hessian minister of 
the interior; Josef Wirmcr, an at- 
torney. 


Gocrdeler, former German min- 


ister of economics, "worked out 
the plans of treason and it was 
ho who formed the-bridgc between 
the militarist traitors and political 
conspirators", the German news 
agency Transoccan said. 


Gocrdclcr was captured after a 


price of a million marks (about 
?100.000) had been placed on his 
head.

Ho\v Soon Is Practicable? 
Washington newspapermen were 


finally admitted to the mystery- 
.=hrouducd precincts of Dumbar- 
ton Oaks after a week of what 
Undersecretary of State Stettin 
jus called "reticence" on the part 
of the international organization 
conference. 
They heard a state- 


ment of general agreements which 
the delegates had icached, along 
with Mr. Stettinius1 apology for 
the ""reticence." 


They learned that the confer- 


ence had decided on an Inlet na- 
tional 
assembly of peace-loving 


nations, a smaller council with 
limited authority, and an interna- 
tional court of justice. This was 
encouraging but hardly startling. 
Substantially the same agreement 
had been reached In the Full- 
-bright and 
Connally resolutions 


and the Democratic and Republi- 
can platforms. 


It is«good to know that the In- 


ternational conference has started 
down a logical and obvious road 
toward world peace. But if these 
foregone conclusions sum up the 
first week's accomplishments, the 
conference thus far could scarce- 
ly be called fruitful. 
. Have any further agreements 
been reached? 
Apparently' "reti- 


cence" would forbid their disclo- 


sure. Mr. Stettinius defended this 
reticence by Invoking other secret 
session*, fio.-jj the Constitutional 
Convention of 17S7 to present-day 
congressional committees and po- 
litical platform drafters. 
He em- 


phasized that the only difference 
between such sessions and Dum- 
barton Oaks Is that the latter is 
"a matter of international as well 
as of domestic concern." 


But that la a great difference. 


Platforms and laws arc subject 
to popular appioval, either direct- 
lv or through elected rcpicsenta- 
tivcs. Treaties arc 
subject 
to 


open debate. In no case is there 
danger of secret national commit- 
ments. 


This Is not to say there have 


been such commitments at Dum- 
barton Oaks. 
But It would have 


been nice to have had from Mr. 
Stettinius a thumping, fortlulght 
declaration of denial. There wits 
no such assurance. 
Instead, the 


underseci clary 
emphasized 
the 


confidential nature of expressed 
opinions. 
He Implied that there 


was no choice between a detailed 
transcript of discussions and the 
very genera! statement issued. He 
quoted Sccietary Hull's statement 
that, after dlscushion by all Unit- 
ed Nations governments, conclu- 
sions would be made available for 
)ublic study and debate "a.s soon 
a.s practicable." 


And how soon Is practicable? 
t may annoy diplomats that the 
culinary people who pay for wars. 
suffer from them and die In them 
voukl like to know.

of vacuum-packed coffee. There 
was a hissing sound as the seal 
was broken, and a sudden burst of 
fragrant coffee aroma.

Fear of Prolonged 
idleness Af"ier 
Victory Discounted 


Washington. Sept. 11—(AP)— 


War Mobilizcr Byrnes tells Pres- 
ident Roosevelt: the fear of pro- 
longed 
unemployment 
following 


victory in Europe is exaggerated. 


He says this because the unem- 


ployment 
problem 
immediately 


following- Germany's war can be 
measured fairly well. 


Behind 
Byrnes' statement is 


this reasoning of government ex- 
perts: Germany folds. 
War pro- 


duction is cut 40 per cent, "most 
likely m things like aircraft, some 
merchant .shipping, tanks, guns, 
small arms and other material 
for the ground forces. 


The other 60 per cent of present 


war production continues for the 
fight against Japan. 
But the 40 


per cent throws between 4,000,- 
000,000 and 5,000.000 workers out 
of jobs. That does not mean all 
of the four or five million have 
to root around the country for 
new jobs.' 


For the work-stoppage will oc- 


cur in two kinds of plants: 


1. Where they used to make 


civilian goods—like tank factories 
which turned out automobiles 
and change back to automobiles 
within a few months. 


The.se workers will have the 


best chance of finding jobs by 
just waiting around for them to 
open up again. They are suppos- 
ed to have saved money to tide 
them over the wait. 


2. Specialized plants built for 


war use only, like powder plants 
and 
some 
merchant 
shipyards. 


These 
offer 
small 
chance 
of 


changeover to civilian work. 


Many .Jolts' Crying f«r Help 
These workers will have to scur- 


ry around for jobs. 


But right now many jobs are 


crying- for help, such as: Service 
industries 
like 
laundries. 
and 


trades, like retail stores: They'll 
provide jobs for some of the sud- 
denly jobless war workers. 


At the same time, stopping war 


production in industries like steel 
and textiles should cause no un- 
employment. 


But there is thi? other side to 


the' unemployment picture: 


After the European war, sol- 


diers will start -'coming back to 
civilian life. There will be 1.000.- 
000 or 2.000.000 of them. 
Some 


have jobs waiting- for them, jobs 
unfilled in their absence. 
Others, 


by going- back to their old jobs, 
will cause the dismissal of tem- 
porary wartime workers. The lat- 
ter will become job hunters. 


And then: As the war with Ja- 


pan 
continues, war production 


may be reduced from that 60 pel- 
cent figure mentioned earlier as 
supplies pile up. That means moie 
job shifting-, more searching-.
